London. July 30.—At the fintt meeting 
of the creditors to-*1ay and at a subse¬ 
quent meeting of the shareholders of the 
Standard Kxplorition Co., one of Una 
mining concern* known a* the "Whit¬ 
taker-Wright group.'* the official receiver 
made such astounding revelation* that 
he drew fnnn the excited »Uareh*4der» 
demands for the lynching of the person* 
imp^irstwl. Tho receiver said that the 
'estimated assets were farcical; the four¬ 
teen mines vs lues 1 at £707.000 had earn¬ 
ed nothing. The company atarted witii 
a cash capital of hut tbe direct¬ 

ors t«N»k Httle interest in the company's 
mines and-devoted tbemaelvca to stock 
exchange apts-uiation. 

“And that i* whore your money in 
gone,” said the receiver. “£288,000 was 
lost in dlfferemws in Lake Erie operals- 
tion and £250,000 was kwt in difference* 
in Caledonia Copfi«fr„ The total profit* 
from aiMTulotions an* £38,000 and the 
liMscn are £536*100” 

After a few more such statement*, 
which a shareholder auid would “staggar 
bumauity," another shareholder asked 
the receiver to prevent the directors from 
making away with their property, as it 
was reported they were doing.
